District Hosts Tax Symposium 


In response to a number of ques- 
tions raised at recent meetings of the 
Board of Education, the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools hosted a Tax Sympo- 
sium on October 3. The event, held at 
Romulus High School, gave residents a 
brief history of education finance in the 
State of Michigan and an update on the 
district's current financial status. 

Hosting the symposium was attorney 
Ray Tellman, executive director of the 
Middle Cities Education Association. 
Other officials on hand to discuss issues 
and answer questions included State 
Senator Ray Basham and State Senator 
Hoon-Yung Hopgood, as wellas Romulus 
superintendent Joel R. Carr, Business 
and Operations director Bill Routhier, 
and Board of Education Finance Com- 
mittee members Ken Mientkiewicz, 
Niema White, and Tom Kuderik. 

Tellman began the presentation by 
explaining Michigan's education finance 
system before the passage of Proposal 
"A" in 1994. Before 1994, school districts 
heavily relied on local property taxes for 
revenue — especially so-called out-of- 
formula districts like Romulus, which 
received no State Formula Aid because 
they spent more per student than the 
amount guaranteed by Michigan's dis- 
trict equalization formula. 

The passage of Proposal "A", and 
the resulting shift toward State funding 
of education, reduced the amount of 
revenue that out-of-formula districts re- 
ceived. To counteract at least part of 
this revenue loss, residents of some 
districts, including Romulus, elected to 
pass "hold harmless" (supplemental) 
millages. In 1994, Romulus voters ap- 
proved 16.63 "hold harmless" mills to 
augment the district's revenue — and, in 
the fall of 1999, they renewed that mill- 
age for an additional 10 years. 

Although residents have authorized 
the levy of 16.63 "hold harmless" mills 
each year, the district has never asked 
for the full amount, according to Carr. 

"The most we have levied was 14.82 
mills in 1999, and we have since brought 
that rate down to the current 8.99 mills," 


he stated. (See chart below.) 

Business director Routhier took 
advantage of the discussion to debunk 
the misconception that "hold harmless" 
monies may be used only for certain 
purposes. 

Hold harmless' funds are not sepa- 
rated out of the budget, and they are not 
earmarked for any specific programs," 
he explained. "The ‘hold harmless' funds 
are part of the district's General Fund, 
and may be used to fund any and all 
educational programs offered by the 
Romulus Community Schools." 

During his own remarks, Senator 
Basham noted that the State recently 
increased its Foundation Grant amount 
by $175 per pupil for the 2005-2006 
school year. This increase, he said, was 
the first in the last four years. Basham 
also noted that, in2004—2005, Romulus 
received $8,373 per student in Founda- 
tion Grant funds, and compared that to 
the amount received by Melvindale (an- 
other district in his constituency), which 
received $8,500 per pupil. 

After expressing his concern that 
State funding has not kept pace with 
local districts’ increasing costs, Repre- 
sentative Hopgood told residents about 
House Bill 4582, which would require 
the State Legislature to increase annual 
funding for Michigan schools by the rate 
of inflation or 5%, whichever is less. 

"We are now having people sign 
petitions to ask the Legislature to con- 
sider this bill, and | would urge you to 
sign one," said Hopgood. 

"If the Legislature does not con- 
sider this proposal," he added, "it will be 
placed on the November 2006 ballot for 
a statewide referendum." 

Superintendent Carr concluded by 
assuring residents that the district will 
continue to put Romulus children first. 

"We provide many outstanding pro- 
grams, and we have earned a record 
number of regional and state awards," 
he said. "The Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion intends to continue to provide the 
very best educational opportunities pos- 
sible for Romulus children." O
